-There is plenty of room for 
more pinpricking and the 
West must remain on 
guard, but the progress 
already made at Zurich is 
heartening and there is a 
sense of relief that wisdom 
in Zurich is overshadowing 
the intemperate outbursts 
alongside the placid waters

the glory that was Rome, “Ben Hur” 
as a film must to my mind be admitted as 


a splendid failure. 
Artistically there is 


little to find fault with, 


and the magnitude of the project undertaken sur- 
passed anything previously. attempted when this 


picture was planned. 


The corcfully studied his- 
toricaf = background, . re- 
produced with knowledge, 
skill and taste, are joined 
to superlative acting by 
Charlton Heston, who carries 
the main part of Judah 
Ben-Hur. 


Haya Hfararect shores with 
him, Esther, the acting 
honours, though there are many 
others, notably Jack Hawkins as 
Quintus Arrias and Frank 
Thring, as Pontius Pilate, who 
‘get right inside their parts. 


The highlight of the film is 
a great charlot race In which 
Ben Hur races with his dead- 
ly enemy, Messala, once his 
boyhood friend. 


Messala, played by Stephen 
Boyd, is an arrogant Raman 
tribune, ruined as a human be- 
ing by the tyrannical military 
system he serves. Boyd looks 
the part, but somehow, except 
when he is dying in agony, fails 
to convince. 


JOO SLOW 


An admirable performance in 
a lesser role is that of Sheil 
iderlm (Hugh Griffith), the en- 
thuviastie owner of the wander- 
ful Arab horses which Ben Hur 


races In his chariot at Rome. 
These scenes with the horses 
are some of the finest in the 
film, 


The story of the birth of 
yi . as the introduction, is 

rained and well-balanced, 
Living a pointer to the probable 
historical] deyclopments. This 
balance, unfortunately, is not al- 
ways maintained later in the 
picture. 


Colour and scenery, including 
ihe massive architecture of the 
imperial . city, are excclient. 
while the atmosphere of the age 
has been caught, I think, quite 
cerily at times, 


But the tempo of the fint half 
of the film—it lasts four hours— 
is too slow, and the lonz drawn 
out seene where Messala and 
Ben Ifur first meet again and 
talk of their boyhood friendship 
might have been shortened with 
advantage. 


The lovely Esther, played by 
Haya Harareet, acts finely, but 
the mother of Ben Hur and his 
rister Thirza are roles played 
much less successfully.

But the seizure and casting into 
prison of Ben Hur and his 
family, the tortures, and general 
savagery on a hure scale in the 
galleys, alt breed a kind of 
mounting horror and after two 
re three hours exhaustion — scts 
n. 


The sensibilities are blunted 
by the tlme we reach the scene 
of the trial of Jesus. His weary 
feet carrying the cross, and his 
soiled ganmecnts lose their power 
fer us, and the crucifixion seems 
just another brutality of the 
soldiers, 

The horribly = recal-looking 
grey Iepresy marks and the 
crucifixion scene might weil 
have been given tess detailed 
presentation, leaving imagina- 
tion to fill In the picture; such 
detall merely lessened the im- 
pact of some superb acting. 


The horrors of the Romans 
ore pictured in a big way in the 
film, but the point of tha story 
—the tremendous power of 
Christian belief—fals _to show 
through, because the conversion 
of Ben Hur is narrowly con- 
ceived. 

Given the limitations of the 
film as a medium, however, this 
is almost inevitable, however 
inspired the direction or skilled 
the technique. 


CIRCUS 


These qualities are present 
throughout the film and make it 
a spectacle which all who can

The significance of such 
mysteries cannot be expressed 
in Technicolour and canned 
music. The latter, when I at- 
tended the gala premicrs of 
“Ben Hur” was much too loud, 
even for Imperial Rome. 


Without such a fine actor as 
Charlton Heston, as the central 
character, it would indeed have 
been difficult to put this film 
over, But there was tremend- 
ous power in the acting of Haya 
Hararect, as Esther, who ecem- 
cd to be so much a part of the 
Jerusalem scene. 


lt ig interesting to know that. 


she was brought up in Israel 
and onee cried a rifle in the 
Isracli Marines. Her parents 
emigrated to Palestine from Po- 
land years ago and the family 
suill lives there. 


REVENGE 


Haya Harareet achieved the 
height of her performance in a 
short scene with Judah Ben-Hur, 
he is almost insane with a de- 
sire for revenge ond she con- 
trasts his embittered crucity 
with the gentle personality he 
used to be. 


To my mind, the most im- 
pressive scene for Judah is when 
he stands before Pontius Pflata 
and is offered the citizenship of 
Rome. The two men stand in a 
spacious, mosaic floored hall, 
with braziers burning cach side 
of a raised dais. Slowly Pentius 
Pilate — descends—and here 
Frank Thring, as Pilate, could 
not bo better. He gets the most 
out of Christopher Fry's round- 
ed phrases, and with the im- 
pressive background here !s_ a 
most distinguished piece of film 
making, 

The galley scenes are quite 
remarkable too, with the eweat- 
ing bodies at the oars and all 
the panoply of ships . of war. 
The battle and the escape of 
Judah with Quintus Arrias are 
also convincing. 

Altogether this was an ¢x- 
perience I should not like to have 
missed and no doubt thousands 
of other Hongkong filmrocrs will 
make the effort to see this am- 
bitious film.

A place where men live who 
have never seen a film or 
tvavelled fn oa car. A place 
where some of the inhabitants 
have not seen a woman since 
early childhood. 

For this is a republic of 
men, Ne woman has been 
allowed to enter it for more 
than 1,000 years. 


BOUNDARY 


Athos is 9g peninsula 40 miles 
long by about six wide, A walk 
at {ts neck marks the boundary 
with Greece. Because of the 
mountains and the lack of roads, 
the only practical way of gelting 
there Is by boat, 

Since tne time of Constantine 
the Great, the peninsula has been 
used as a retreat for monks. 

Today, there are more than 
3,000 of them on Athos, and 
about the same number of lay- 
men. The land is ruled by 20 
selected =omonk:. one from cach 
monustery, 

I landed at the Jjetly of 
Dafni, the “port’ of Athos. 
Two monks in the: long black 
rebes and tall black hats of 
priests of thu Greek Orthodgx 
Church examined my psspont. 

These monks meet every boat, 
Their first job is to sce that no 
women Jand in the republic. 

Scme women, oul of curiosity, 
have tried to get to ‘Athos; very 
few have succeeded, In 1953 
five wemen managed to get on 
the beat and a monk, apparently 
overcome at the sight of them, 
allowed them to land on Athos. 
They vot only oa few hundred 
yards before a posse of monks 
sent them back, 

No woman has been in the 
baat since then, 

Tn 1932 a Greck beauty quecn 
gained fame by landing on Athes 
dressed as a man. But she too 
was soon sent off, And In the 
keventeenth century a monk 
smuggled a girl, disguised as a 
boy, into his monastery. 


PUNISHMENT

Lawry, one of the Icast
